Panama, March 5.—Costa Rican 
forces have crossed the Pnnafha fron¬ 
tier and .appear to have overrun the 
northwestern section of the province 
of Bot-as del Toro. After crossing the 
Sixoala River, which forms the 
boundary between Costa Rica and 
Panama, the Costa Ricans captured 
the town of Qu^bito and advanc¬ 
ed southward, reaching Almlrante, 
twenty miles from the frontier, yes- 
terduy afternoon. Unorganised Pan¬ 
ama forces in Almlrante evacuated 
the town and retreated without oppo¬ 
sition.

I B. C*. relumed soldiers .at Penticton 
yesterday bought twenty-three par¬ 
cels, each of from ten Jo twenty acres, 
of irrigated lands in tne Government's 
South Okanagan Irnguiiop project 
according to an announcement to¬ 
day by the Hon. T D. Pattullo, Min-, 
inter of Lands. The soldiers paid a 
total of $71,668 for their purchases. 

Eleven parcels' sold at the upset 
price against them, while twelve aver¬ 
aged $298 more than the upset price. 

Yesterday’s was the first sale of 
land in the Osoyoos district where the 
Government has carried out an exten¬ 
sive irrigation scheme. Hon. Mr.

Hqads of the Union of British Co¬ 
lumbia Municipalities are exacted to 
arrive in Victoria on Monday to com¬ 
mence a desperate fight for financial 
assistance for the cities and towns of 
the Province. Having prepared an 
exhaustive review and explanation of 
their case, the municipal representa¬ 
tives plan to descend upon the House 
early In the week and start an inten¬ 
sive lobby among members. It Is 
hoped that this lobby will be so ef¬ 
fective that the Government will be 
forced into giving broad financial as¬ 
sistance to the municipalities. Copies* 
of the case prepared to support the 
cities’ contentions will be forwarded 
to each member of the House and 
to Municipal Councils. 

If the lobby falls to achieve the de¬ 
sired results the Union heads may 
come before the bar of the House to 
ask assistance. a last resort theyj 
will advise Municipal Councils all 
over the Province to resign and thus 
force action on their financial prob¬ 
lems. 

Mayor McHardy, Nelson, vice-pres¬ 
ident of the Union, and the presiding 
officer of the recent Union convention 
here, it Is expected, will .lead the fight 
to be started next week. He prob¬ 
ably will be accompanied by the sec¬ 
retary of the Union. A. W.jGray, New 
Westminster, and F. A. McDiarmid.

Bernice is an auspicious name. It 
means "bringing victory” and is one 
of the many names derived from the 
Greek "nlke” signifying victory- Nike 
was tho goddess of victory and named 
tho, images which adorned the prows 
of the warships of Greece. The famous 
Winged Victory is the largest of the 
Nlkes. „ , .. „ „ 

Feminine names ending In "nlke" 
were very popular with the Greeks, 
lterenlke was used in early times In Mace¬ 
donia and was sometimes spelt Phere- 
nike. The princesses of the two Greek 
kingdoms of Syria and Egypt favored 
Berenike and there are innumerable 
instances of its use by them In early 
Greek history. 

It was from these royal patrons that 
Bernice came to be adopted by the 
family of Herod.

Tracing hack the history of the 
name Cowlchan, the searcher Is re¬ 
warded with an interesting side light 
in this point. You all know, if at 
least you have not visited, Cowlchan 
district, with the bay and river of 
that name. You will not have failed 
to mark a large Indian settlement or 
reserve at the mouth of the Cow- 
ichan River and an Indian village 
on ti»e highway into Duncan itself.

This condition of living led later to 
a division of the parent band of the 
Cowichans into tjie groups of 
Saanich, Somenos, Quamichan, Kok- 
silah, Chemalnus. l^amalchi, and 
Penelakut, all branches of the one 
great Cowichan tribe. 

Then followed periods of prosper¬ 
ity diversified with great wilts be¬ 
tween tribes of the north and south 
on the Island, and indeed between 
ihe various heads of the same tribes,, 
backed* by one or*other of its own 
branches. ^ 

Sometimes white inhabitants, con¬ 
nected in the main with tho Hud- 
j son's Bay Company, were killed, 

I with reprisals from the Crown. In- 
I dian villages were wiped out in re¬ 
taliation for massacres of some 
| whites who strayod farther from 
their brothers than was altogether 
advisable. In their wars with them¬ 
selves the Indians used to kill all the 
men they conquered and carry off 
their women and children for slaves. 

Aft-r the rule of the white man 
and his law had become more gen¬ 
erally known, however, these out¬ 
rages ’ died away and to-day the 
cowichan Indians are among the 
most industrious and peaceful on the 
whole ronttnent of North America.

Humble White Tape Fashions 
Smart Tam; Small Shapes

For softie reason it is always pos¬ 
sible for a bonnet to sJgrgest poetry 
and romance, whereas a coat and 
skirt never Inspire anyone to be 
lyrical. , Soft clinging materials are 
part of the novelist’s stock-in-trade, 
whereas the actual facts of 'georgette 
and chiffon leave one cold. Thus 
quite abltrarlly. apparently, some 
parts of the wardrobe havo the free¬ 
dom of literature, while others are 
as rigidly excluded. It is of special 
interest that this season’s Spring 
hats, now definitely committed as to 
shape and trimming, offer oppor¬ 
tunities of description both in the 
literary and the real world, partly 
becuusq^ nearly all of them have a 
common feature which is as really 
pretty as it is fashionable. 

The Bonnet Revived 

Among the revivals, the poke bon¬ 
net has been hitherto only suggested.. 
It Js rapidly becoming an actuality. 
To the Ulrectoire crown Is added the 
j)oke, sometimes rounded, sometimes 
square. This peak Is at present made 
i of transparent material such as wired 
lace or gathered net. but there is no 
knowing how far It may develop. 
Thrust well down upon the head, it 
is iindoubtedly becoyiing. and Is In¬ 
deed one of the stock shapes of his¬ 
tory that is practically bound to- re¬ 
peat itself. How far. one wonders, 
is it leading fashion back to the bon¬ 
net—the forget-me-not bonnet about 
which the Victorians used to rave 
and which certainly owed a large 
proportion of its popularity to the 
fact that it was worn by Queen Alex¬ 
andra as a girl? 

Here cdlnes In the other factor 
which is influencing the Spring hat 
this year. There is hardly a hat. 
whether Iargc\fijr small, which is not 
trimmed by means of ribbons or 
fringes or straps or veils hanging 
from the brim, Instead of being sewn 
upon the hat Itself. A black straw 
Directolre hat, for instance, was very 
simply trimmed with black satin 
ribbon, wound round It once or twice 
and ending In a hug bow-at the aide, 
the loops and long ends of which 
hung down well over the shoulder. 
Except that they are mostly worn 
at the side Instead of behind, these 
large bows are Alsatian in character 
and are exceedingly becoming after 
the rather hard styles which people 
have been feeling bound to wear. A 
small rourtd hat In brown, fairly high 
in the crown, was similarly trimmed 


with checked, rust-colored ribbon, but 
the ends were a little less long. In 
the plainer Directolre shapes the 
bow glv.es place to a knot behind, the 
two tails hanging straight down as 
though It were a child’s hat. From 
poke bonnets and long ribbon trim¬ 
mings it Is not a very far cry to real 
bonnets with strings, and, incident¬ 
ally, from the “flapper” period to the 
era of the ypung matron. There Is 
always, of course, the counteracting 
•Influence of the sports hat, which 
this year more than ever is being 
made in the, softer shades of suede 
leather, and very snug and close- 
fitting. 

Tricorne Shapes 

Generally speaking, nearly all the 
previous hat shapes are repeating 
themselves, with this difference of 
hanging trimmings. Varieties of tri¬ 
corne introduce the hanging trim¬ 
ming by means of father over-de¬ 
veloped cockades, made of two or 
three shoots of ribbon Btandlng 
straight out from the side of the 
hat. A pink Milan straw which was 
more or less tricorn in shape had 
three upstanding sprouts of black 
panne velvet. The turban hat, again, 
lends itself perhaps best of all.toithe 
hanging trimming. A black turban 
of straw was ornamented with three 
rather large red rings, and from one 
side, slightly towards the back, hung 
black silk handkerchief streamejw.) 
falling very closely and heavily. A 
picture hat trimmed with a wreath 
of flowers had an immense velvet 
bow fulling over the edge of the brim, 
while In other hats black cire ribbon 
Is used in the same way and still 
gives a very smart effect. Trails of 
natural ostrich feather are very much 
used and tend considerably towards 
softening the face. 

Hat materials still show the utmost 
variety. It does not matter much 
of what a hat is made, provided onlV 
that It be something that has been 
used before as little as possible and 
that It have a rather marked effect. 
In this connection patent leather is 
used to advantage, and so is ordin¬ 
ary white tape, stitched closely to¬ 
gether, and giving a rather pretty 
broken surface and a good white tone. 
A tam-o’-shanter was made of this 
stitched tape, forming arabesques all 
o?er the crown, and the hat-band 
Itself was made of plain black patent 
leather. The purely naval appear¬ 
ance of this hat was avoided partly 
by the way the tape was stitched 
and partly because the crown was 
pulled over well to one side and kept 
in position there. Every kind of 
soft rolled straw is In use, particu¬ 
larly in the tan. henna, and tanger¬ 
ine shades, which are less harsh in 
efTect in an early 8pring than are 
some of the blues and mauves with 
their inevitable suggestion of fading 
as soon as the sun ge^s^at all strong. 
Lace is being used for hats, and so 
is embroidery of every kind. White 
hemp is the groundwork of a good 
many very pretty hats, ifnd often it i 
is colored in various shades on the i 
same hat. j 


JAPANESE STUDENTS - 
ON STRIKE AT SCHOOL 

Kobe Girls Demanded Re-in¬ 
statement of Three 
Teachers 

Assembling in Okuralama Park 
recently students of the 8 hinw& 
Girls’ School of Kobe declared & 
strike against the school authorities 
They announced they would not re¬ 
sume their studies lintil three teach¬ 
ers who had been dismissed were re¬ 
called. 

According to The Talsho Nlchi 
Nichl, the strike is the culmination 
of a situation which had been exist¬ 
ing between the students and the 
present principal since the resigna¬ 
tion of the preceding principal. When 
the feeling of tho students against 
the head of their school failed to sub¬ 
side the principal dismissed three of 
this subordinates for reasons- which 
the students found it difficult to un¬ 
derstand, unless the step was taken 
on the ground that the teachers had 
maintained communication with the 
former prlnlcpal. 

Immediately the news of the dis¬ 
missal of the teachers spread, *he 
students, who were devoted to them, 
called a meeting to discuss their at¬ 
titude. and sent a delegation to the 
principal requesting the cancellation 
of the dismissal of these teachers. 
The principal, however, would not 
listen to the students. 

After the celebration of the An¬ 
niversary of the Accession of the 
Emperor Jimmu last Friday morn¬ 
ing, ■ the students again held a mass 
meeting In the school grounds, to 
discuss the situation. Suspecting 
trouble, the school authorities, dis¬ 
persed the students. The meeting in 
Oku/ayama Park followed the same 
afternoon with the declaration of the 
strike.
